District Court halts 


“Phantom Duck” event 


The United States Attorney, Los Angeles, CA, today obtained a 
Temporary Restraining Order from United States District Court Judge 
Warren J. Ferguson to halt the unauthorized “Phantom Duck of the 
Desert 4th Annual Barstow to Vegas ‘unorganized’ trail ride.” 

The Court order was requested by the United States Department of 
the Interior's Bureau of Land Management. Gerald E. Hillier, BLM 
Riverside District Manager, said the United States is seeking a 
permanent court order prohibiting the event without compliance with 
Federal law. 

The court ordered the defendants (Phantom Duck’s name with- 
held... Editor) and others in active concert or participation with him, 
in their own names or under the pseudonym “Phantom Duck of the 
Desert,” to restrain from promoting, organizing, sponsoring, or parti- 
cipating in the trail ride during the 1978 Thanksgiving weekend. 

Hillier noted the American Motorcyclist Association and its member 
clubs have not been involved in promoting the unauthorized event. 

The proposed trail ride would have followed the route of the old 
Barstow to Las Vegas motorcycle race held for several years on 
Thanksgiving weekend in the late 1960’s and early 1970’s. BLM 
allowed the last 155-mile race in 1974 after preparation and public 
review of an environmental impact statement. The post race 
evaluation showed substantial natural and cultural resource damage. 
As a result, in order to protect the desert environment, BLM has not 
allowed off-road vehicle events over the route. 

Although this particular race is no longer allowed, BLM still issues 
approximately 150 approved off-road vehicle event permits annually in 
southern California, involving some 60,000 participants. 

BLM has worked with past sponsors, including the American 
Motorcyclist Association and member clubs, to provide alternative 
areas for smaller scale races that would not have the major impacts of 
the Barstow to Vegas race. 














While the BLM seems confident that the Phantom Duck and his friends will 
not ride, the Duck and friends do not agree. As this is being written, Rick 
Sieman of Dirt Bike Magazine is organizing a legal defense fund. The 
Phantom Duck, by the time you read this newspaper, will have appeared in a 
Nov. 21 hearing with full legal counsel, thanks to Sieman and a large number 
of industry people who either individually or through their firms have 
contributed to the fund. And this, according to Sieman, is only the 
beginning.

“We have a lawyer with his canines sharpened, and we're giving him a 
license to kill! The Duck is not going to be shot down! After the 
hearing, the legal defense fund will be converted to a legal attack 
fund. They've indicated that the Duck is to be used as an example, and 
we're not going to let that happen,” said Sieman in a Monday 
telephone call to Cycle News. 

“We've found a lot of financial support in the industry, and now 
we're going to see what kind of support the riders are willing to give. 
We're going to ask anyone who wants to help to send one dollar,” he 
concluded.

“The ride is on!” Sieman said just before the conversation ended. 
There will be people, riding legally on BLM designated roads, between 
Barstow and Las Vegas on Saturday, Nov. 25, regardless of the Nov. = 
hearing’s outcome.

AMA out of bounds 


I am aghast at the AMA memoran- 
dum printed in last week’s Cycle News. 
The AMA is asking us not to gather in 
groups of larger than 50 people in the 
desert. A dozen families will comprise 
more than 50 people. And we are 
supposed to refrain from group 
gatherings until 1980 — nuts to the 
AMA. 

Just who does the AMA think they 
are? I have been an AMA member for 
14 years and have had many dealings 
with them in action. I have been with 
the AMA during their dealings with 
the BLM. I can only say that neither 
the AMA or BLM personnel can boast 
of excelling in anything but lip service. 
I regret to say that both the truth 
and/or dedication to “win” are 
motives that are not in the AMA's 
rules when dealing with any 
government agency. Do you remember 
who stopped the mandatory helmet 
law from passing in Calfiornia for 
three years? It wasn’t the AMA! Has 
the AMA really arrested, let alone 
stopped, land closure in the Southwest 
desert regions? Hell no. Have they 
solidly won just one case or incident 
with the corrupt and incompetent 
BLM? The AMA's idea of winning is 
“compromise.” Well compromise is 
something like letting all 33 starters 
cross the finish line at the same 
moment so everyone wins and nobody 
loses.

But you, fellow dirt rider, need to sit 
down right now and think hard about 
the future of your sport in California. 
And after you have done that, you had 
better come to the conclusion that for 
dirt riding in the USA, it is going to be 
high tide this Saturday at Barstow. 

On that day, all of the talk, all of 
the letters written, all of the telegrams 
sent and all of the votes cast, will be 
distilled down to one: single act: A 
demonstration of our will to win. 

Do we have it? And can we get it 
together, all in one place, at one time, 
and use it? 

Or will it be the same old story? A 
lot of mouth, a lot of complaining, but 
no real action. Like a lot of the people 
that I have talked to, who have some 
excellent reasons, complete with 
music, about why they shouldn't go to 
Barstow. After all, it’s Thanksgiving 
Weekend, and it’s traditional to spend 
it with your family in front of a cozy 
fireplace, or watching a good football 
game, or doing yard work, or riding 
someplace where they give trophies\or 
where there is no danger of being 
hassled by the law. And really, it’s 
such a long drive out there, and it will 
probably be cold and windy, anyhow. 

Right. The same old story. If that's 
your story, and if you don’t get it 
together and get out there to the 
Barstow to Vegas trail: ride on 
Saturday, Nov. 25, I hope that you 
never again raise your voice in a curse 
at the Sierra Club for stealing our 
desert. When you do, I will have to 
remind you that you have only yourself 
to blame, if you, buddy, don’t have 
the guts to put your front wheel where 
your mouth is: On the desert, this 
Saturday morning, seventeen miles out 
of Barstow on I-15 on the dirt road to 
Vegas.

Hannon top stag at 
the Buckhorn 
National Enduro

OAK RUN, CA, NOV. 12 


AA rider Mike Hannon (Yam) edged Honda’s 
Don Sanford (who edged South City Cycles’ 
Husky rider George Hendrix) at the Buckhorn 
National Enduro which became simultaneously 


the last enduro of the season 
and the beginning of winter in 
California. 

All three riders finished un- 
der a blanket (of snow) with 13 points 
after 112 miles of riding through trails 
and woods that became increasingly 
treacherous as the season's first snow 
storm covered loose rocks and left a 
layer of ice on branches and logs along 
the trail. 

Just as the win, place and show 
positions were decided at the tie- 
breaker check, fourth place rider Rob 
Sutliff (14 points) was seconds ahead 
of Dave Bertram (14 points) there as 
well. 

The. Redding Dirt Riders put 
together this event, which is fast 
becoming known for its inclement 
weather. (Last year it rained heavily.) 
The little town of Oak Run plays a big 


part in this race, with part of the 
profits going to the Volunteer Fire 
Dept., a cheerful group of people who 
ran the concession stand at this event. 


Last year they were able to buy a reces- 


sitator and some truck tires to upgrade 
their equipment after the enduro. The 
pancake and egg breakfast they put 
out was high quality and an endless 
supply of hot coffee and cocoa kept 
many a pit-person above the freezing 
mark. 

First row riders Jim Strenfel, John 
Hearn and Gary Holmes started the 
event under threatening skies but 
dusty conditions. A few miles of 
pavement near the start made one 
wish he would have invested in some 
insulated gloves or gauntlets. 

The course started a climb that 
would eventually take the riders up to 
5,000 feet and although Enduro 
Steward Jim Sehon laid out a loop

without bottlenecks, there were ‘some 
tricky downhills and a rocky uphill 
that one rider said was “right out of 
the Scottish Six Days.” 

As the temperatures and snow- 
flakes were dropping, the “A” riders 
started to filter into the gas pits, many 
of them on time. The Honda Team 
was intact, with the exception of Don 
Sanford who lost his rear tire pressure 
and rode most of the first loop with a 
flat! 

A quick wheel change was performed 
by a professional looking Honda pit 
crew that included Bill Bell and Bob 
Nickelson. Sanford went on his way. 

George Hendrix was in and out of 
his pit before I could change a roll of 
film and Rick Munyon took off into 
the start of the tight woodsy second 
loop not knowing that a ding in his 
fork tubes would soon bind up his 


front end and put him out of the hunt. + 


A calm, cool and collected Mike 
Hannon set off toward check five, a 21 
mph section that would cost even the 
fastest rider five points. One rider said 
that this section could have been 
negotiated better if his bike was 
hinged in the middle. 

It would be pointed out that the 
later it got, the slicker it got and the 
“B” riders and especially the “C” riders 
were really having to work. Only the 
most tenacious of their numbers would 
finish this event. 


Another note is that the club used 
speedometer re-sets to make this one of 
the more realistic enduros in the 
District. They, like the riders though; 
stayed tough to the end with even thè 
fast riders scratching to keep from 
dropping handfulls of points between 


- checks seven and eight. 


Dave Bertram mentioned the good 
course markings, which were day-glow 


orange, that’ really stuck out in the 
woods. They pointed his way -to 
winning the 250cc “A” class: ahead of 
Maico’s Mike Godfrey (19 pts.), who 
got the nod over Honda’s Mike Adams 
(19) at the tie-breaker. (All results are 
unofficial until confirmed by the 
club). 

David Lee, a 200 “A” rider, broke 
his front brake lever before the long 
downhill and said it was interesting. 

Jim Jenkins was running strong but 
had to ride the last half withoutya 
footpeg. (That makes my legs hurt j jus 
thinking about it.) 

Hannon finished as strong asi !he 
started and if he was hurting as much 
as most, it didn’t show. The bonfire 
was one of the most welcome sights of 
the day and when fingers thawed Out 
enough to clutch the nice finisher pitis 
it was time to head for the second 
“enduro” of the day, the snows and icy 
road out. 

Redding’s Mercy Medical Center 
supplied_a Life Support Unit with two 
emergency medical technicians” and 
one registered nurse and though they 
weren't kept busy, they were right‘6ut 
in it with the rest of the diè hards. 

The land on which this ride ‘takes 
place is owned by Kimberly Clark 
Corp. K-C has given this club 85,000 
acres to use with the only stipulations 
being basic clean-up and water’ bar 
repair. This kind of rapport with dur 
sport is enough to get me to use th¢ir 
products. 

Club President Joe Cosca wanted %6 
thank all present who made it possiblé 
and mention that the club is throwing 
a cross country marathon on Dec: Pat 
the Municipal Airport Recréatiori 
Area. If they put the same gusto ‘into 
that event that they did this one, ‘it

R.M. Wheeler

Team Suzuki’s Drew Smith won the R.M. 
Wheeler AMA National Enduro staged by the 
Tulsa Enduro Riders Association with a score 
of 12. After the run Smith said, “I have been 


looking for a rocky run all year. 
Icfinally found it at the last run 
ofthe season. I love those 
FOKS.” Smith may love the 
Oklahoma rocks but he looked 


equally as good passing riders as he 
flat tracked around the corners in the 
open woods sections. 

Coming into this run Suzuki's Ted 
Worrell still had a chance to win the 
National Enduro Championship. Had 
he.won and Husky’s Dick Burleson 
finished fourth or lower, Worrell 
would have the title. But Worrell’s 
championship hopes were lost when he 
had a flat tire about 60 miles out, just 
before the worse part of the run. 
Burleson finished second and first in 
the AA class, dropping 13 points. 

, Winning his fifth straight National 
Enduro,Championship, Burleson said, 
“My, pre-game plan was caution. To 
ride on the back of my minute, to have 
no; flats, no crashes,.no DNF, no 
anything.” Burleson’s winning margin 
isfar less than in the past when he had 
the:title sewed up before the end of the 
season. Perhaps because Burleson was 
injured in March and missed some 
runs, Also a factor may be the number 
of competitors on the National level 


has increased this year. In addition to, 





the regulars, many Six Days riders 
have started riding the National 
circuit-as is the case of Drew Smith. 


The Black Jack Enduro Circuit 
versus the Texas Enduro Circuit 
championship was also settled at this 
run. Team Texas beat the BJEC Team 
by one point. The BJEC team took the 
win here but lacked one point to 
compensate for the Texans’ win at the 
Post, TX, National in March. J.R. 
Horn of Hi Point Central who has 
been one fo the supporters of this 
contest presented Team Texas with 
“Meritorious Achievement” medals. 
Having a super day was Team Texas’ 
Perry Davis (Mai) who tied Suzuki's 
‘Mike Rosso with 18 points for best “A” 
rider of the day.

The Tulsa Enduro Riders organized 
and planned the Wheeler National to 
the last detail. As a result not ons 
protest was registered after the run. 
Little things like a test area away from 
the pits were provided. Even the cool 
and overcast day with just a mist of 
rain to settle the dust was perfect 
riding weather. 

At the riders’ meeting, TERA’s Earl 
Schnell said, “The 105 mile course is 
all established well marked trails. 
There are no virgin trails. In some 
places it looks like nothing but knee 
high grass. But you best stay on the 
trail because hidden in the grass are 
the infamous Oklahoma knee high 
rocks.” 

The 140 “C” riders oli the Women 
and the 13 and Under classes started 
after all the other 259 riders had left. 
They rode only the first part of the 
run. Up to this, most of the points 
dropped were early points. Jack 
Penton surely won the Observed Trials 
award when he “slow raced” a quarter 
of a mile, feet on the pegs, to avoid 
early points. 

After the gas at 60 miles all the 
points dropped were Iate points. At 
mile 70 the speed average changed to 
24 mph. For the next 49 minutes, if 
you were on time which no one was, 
there was no timekeeping, just riding 
flat out. At the end of this 49-minute 
moto the best score was Dick Burleson’s 
four. At the reset which followed 
Burleson said “Good, I need it, I have 
no clutch.” 

Even though most riders dropped: a 
lot of points, 11 trophies had to be 
settled at the tiebreaker check. In both 
the Open B and Women’s classes first 
place was a tie. Wayne Beindorf (Hus) 
bested Texan Wayne Cooksey (Mai) 
when they both dropped 27 points. 
Terri Herman took the Women’s class 
over Jill Morris in that tie of 3 points. 

The hard luck story of the day had 
to be Team Suzuki's Herluf Johnson. 
Johnson's riding clothes didn't arrive 
in time. He thought getting size 11 
boots would be a problem but it 
wasn't. Getting a helmet small enough 
for his head was. He rode with gauze 
and duct tape wrapped around his 


head to make it big enough to fit the 
borrowed helmet. Then Johnson 
crashed and broke his bike. 

The TERA club expressed its thanks 
to the Tulsa Four Wheelers and the 
Repeaters Ham Operators for help 
with emergency transportation and 
communications during the run. And, 
sincere appreciation to Roger Wheeler 
for the use of the R.M. Wheeler 
12,000 acre ranch. Mr. Wheeler is not 
an uninterested landowner. He and his 
son were at the run and furnished 
gallons of Gatorade at the check

Impression: Suzuki DR370 


Successful first 
step toward 
the perfect 
play bike

When the Suzuki DR and SP370 four-stroke 
singles appeared a year ago, they were met with 
a generally lukewarm reception by the motor- 
cycle press. The complaints were lack of power, 


especially the shortage of torque 
in the low-rev range; a snatchy 
driveline that produced an annoy- 
ing lurch in the power delivery 
and a suspension system barely 
adequate for the demands of fast trail 
riding. 

On the other side of the ledger, the 
machines were relatively light (281 
pounds for the street legal SP, and 271 
for its knobby-tired counterpart the 
DR). They handled reasonably well, 
far more agile than the Yamaha 500, 
for example. And their mechanical 
simplicity made them easy to 
maintain. Plus they looked real spiffy, 
with a tank/seat/fender line remini- 
scent of the now semi-legendary Ossa 
Stiletto. 

Unfortunately, the 1979 models 
have arrived without any correction of 
the aforementioned deficiencies. What 
we have is a medium-displacement 
bike that could be made a lot better 
with a little fiddling and another few 
hundred bucks. = 

The DR gets a new yellow paint job 
this year, and the headlight has 
changed from round to squarish. The 


driveline lurch seems less pronounced 
in the newer model, but it is still there 
and remains irritant enough to make it 
our most important criticism of the 
machine. You can live with it, but you 
shouldn't have to. 

The SP and DR Suzukis share the 
same 369cc engine, with bore and 
stroke dimensions of 85 X 65.2mm 
that put it decidedly oversquare. It 
likes to spin. The compression ratio is 
8.9:1, and the combustion chamber is 
fed by a 32mm Mikuni. The interplay 
between this carburetor and the 
camshaft/compression arrangement is 
not quite right in the low-rpm range. 
Snap the throttle open with the revs 
down, and the engine coughs and dies. 
With the engine turning over 3000 
rpm, the throttle response is predict- 
ably smooth and progressive. 

The powerplant is of straightfor- 
ward design. There is no counter- 
balancing system riding on the crank- 
shaft, but engine vibration is not 
especially annoying. The wet sump 
oiling system, with a capacity of 1.7 
quarts, lubricates both ends of. the 
engine and the transmission and all 
the oil passages are internal. A small

five-speed transmission with the low 
ratios nicely mated to the output of the 
engine. The box shifts cleanly in both 
directions, but therein lies part of the 
problem with the Suzuki’ power 
delivery. The engagement slots for the 
shifting dogs are large, which helps the 
transmission avoid being clubbed by 
missed shifts, but which also introduces 
a certain amount of lash in the drive- 
line. When the motions are well 
synchronized, with the engine speed 
up in its contentment range, changing 
gears doesn’t produce any great 
clunks, lurches or loss of traction. But 
at lower speeds, with the gears reso- 
lutely engaged, the slop is noticeably 
annoying. With all but the very slowest 
throttle opening, the slack gets gathered 
up quickly and...glunch! The Suzuki 
Snatch. k 

The designers obviously gave some 
consideration to backyard mechanics 
when thinking through the main- 
tenance requirements for the 370. 
Adjusting the valves is simply a 
matter of pulling the generator cover 
and turning the flywheel to bring the 
piston to top dead center on 
compression. There are matching 
index marks on the flywheel and crank 
case. With the lock nuts on the rocker- 
arm adjuster loosened, you just tighten 
the adjusting screw down snug and 
then back it off one-eighth turn and 
retighten the locknut. 

Cam chain adjustment is equally 
simple. The adjuster is easily access- 
ible at the lower right side of the 
cylinder; the procedure involves 
loosening the locknut and adjuster 
screw and retightening them in the 
opposite order.

suspension, which when overworked 


doesn’t let the tire spend enough time 


on the ground. 

The Suzuki suspension is not bad, it 
simply is incapable of handling the 
speeds easily provided by the engine 
and chassis. Since it’s a sure bet that 
many engines will be modified to 
produce even greater velocity, the 
suspension will have to be literally 
elevated to meet the need. 

As it is, the Suzuki suspension seems 
to conform to the traditional Oriental 
pattern of being oversprung and under- 
damped. The oil/spring fork delivers 
7.25 inches of travel, but under hard 
going in the rough it feeds too much 
chatter up the rider's arms to the 
shoulders. The fork could probably be 
rebuilt to perform quite well for any- 
thing less than serious competition. 

The gas/oil adjustable (spring) 
shocks are less efficient. With 5.8 
inches of travel, the shocks. don't allow 
the engine to put its muscle to work 
under choppy conditions. In the sand, 
sure. In mud, maybe. Across the 
whoopdees and stutter bumps, no way. 

We hear that the RM swingarm can 
be easily adapted to the DR. Then, say 
you could score a good air fork set-up 
to add about two inches of cushion. Do 
a little geometry calculation, determine 
if the shocks would have to be reposi- 
tioned, then fit up a pair of Works 
Performance or other good shocks. 

Then find out who has worked up 
the best cam profile and figure out the 
optimum compression and displacement 
increases, put on a good rear tire 
and... blip! You have a hairy thunderer. 
All for a measly investment of about 
$2000. 

But the Suzuki 370 is not hyped as a 
serious enduro bike or a racing machine. 
It’s a play bike and as such must be 
compared to Yamaha’s 500cc entry in 
that category. And they make a fine 
and simple comparison by virtue of 
their basic differences. 

The DR370 feels like a much 
smaller machine overall, shorter verti- 
cally and horizontally, narrower and 
many pounds lighter. All but one of 
these impressions are validated by the

specifications. Both the Suzuki and the 
Yamaha have a wheelbase of 55.9 
inches. The DR370 has its head angle 
set at 31 degrees, and the Yamaha at 
30. The Suzuki wins the weight 
contest, coming in almost 20 pounds 
lighter, and that added to ~ the 
differences in the engines results in the 
specific differences in the ways the two 
bikes perform. 

To oversimplify: The Suzuki).is 
better—more fun to ride—under) 40 
mph. The DR370 will dance around 
obstacles with less muscling, turn 
quicker and will be generally less 
fatiguing to the body. But when it 
comes to a fast run across a patch of 
mini-moguls, or up a steep and gnarly 
hill, the Yamaha will plow through 
where the Suzuki goes skittery. So in 
choosing between the two, the buyer 
gets a clear choice to pick his poison. 

The obvious displacement difference 
marks up the primary distinction, be- 
tween the two bikes’ capabilities. 
While the Suzuki has to carry less 
weight, it also produces far fewer 
ponies to carry it, nearly a third less. 
The DR370 pumps up about 21 horse- 
power while the TT500 puts out 29. 
And since the difference is mostly in 
terms of stroke, the Yamaha delivers 
far more torque at far fewer rpm, 
That's the big divergence between 
these updated one-lungers, and that’s 
the main reason most power jockeys 
will choose the Yamaha. 

But there are two other factors 
working in the Suzuki's favor... First, 
there are, no doubt, more than a few 
recreational riders out there for whom 
40 mph in the dirt is plenty fast 
enough. In fact, those riders might 
find themselves well served when. the 
Suzuki's early-warning-system suspen- 
sion gives notice that it is approaching 
the danger zone. 

Despite its wheelbase and lack. of 
low-rev grunt, the $70 will plonk along 
easily at about 5 mph while idling in 
first gear, so long as the ground is 
fairly level. But come to a steep grade 
when the Suzuki demands to be buzzed 
up to where its power goes to work 
(above $500 rpm), and it will pull with 
adequate, if not bountiful, force. 







































Unfortunately, its hill-storming capa- 
bility is diminished by the rear tire. 
The 4.60 X 18 Bridgestone knobby 
just. doesn’t hook up very well, espe- 
cially in loose stuff, and the ensuing 
wheelspin wears the knobs down 
rapidly. 

The DR370 collects its second bonus 
point simply on the basis of being a very 
efficient, well balanced motorcycle. It 
just feels right: uncomplicated, agile 
and easy to ride. These virtues will 
appeal to that growing number of 
weekend racers in the Old Timer’s 
class, especially those with chronic 
cases of underdogitis. In any form of 
competition, the Suzuki will be 
outclassed by the tricked-out Yamaha 
or a worked Honda 350. And for that 
reason alone, a lot of middle-agers, 
revenge percolating in their brains, 
will set to work upgrading the Suzuki's 
suspension system and wringing more 
power out of its engine. And both 
achievements are well within reach of 
anyone with the time and money to get 
itdone. 

Powroll Performance Products offers 
450 and 500cc stroker kits for the 370 
which add significant punch to the 
mild mannered engine. Several combi- 
nations of suspension components could 
bring the travel at both ends to about 
nine inches and greatly enhance the 
Suzuki’s high speed behavior over 
rough terrain. With the addition of a 
less restrictive exhaust system, there is 
little doubt that the DR370 would be 
on equal terms with the other Japanese 
singles sporting similar refinements. 

But again, that was not the 
intended function of the Suzuki. As 
one of the new generation of four-stroke 
play bikes, it ranks right up near the 
top of the class. To note that it does 
not produce abundant low-end power 
is not to say the DR370 is entirely gut- 
less below 3500 rpm. It will mosey up a 
steep grade, given the required traction, 
in a steady and uncomplicated fashion. 
It will shuffle along a remote trout 
stream and do it very quietly. And by 
all appearances, it will be a cinch to 
maintain. These virtues will not be 
overlooked by the variety of riders in 
the market for something other than a 
thundering, long-travel terrain gobbler. 

In all, the Suzuki compares very 
favorably with the other Japanese 
machines falling more or less in the 
same category. The Honda XL’s, though 
bristling with more techno-wizardry, 
are not significantly superior machines. 
And thus far the Honda is available 
only-in a 250cc model. But now 
Honda’s first “serious” four-stroke 
enduro bike is arriving, the XR250, 
andit comes in 30 pounds lighter than 
the XL with more suspension travel at 
both. ends. And the long awaited 
XR500 is also on the way. Obviously, 
sparked by Yamaha's tremendous 
success with the TT500, the race 
among the Japanese manufacturers to 
produce real first-rate four-strokes for 
the dirt is heating up nicely. 

So for Suzuki, a company able to 
put totally new models into production 
in a very short time, their first step into 
this area of the off-road market must 
be considered successful. Both the SP 
and DR370 are functional, well detailed 
motorcycles whose shortcomings are 
negligible when compared to their 
obvious virtues. The foremost of these 
are handling agility, maintenance sim- 
plicity and, one suspects, reliability. 

As the next decade edges nearer the 
dirt bike scene is beginning to 
approach full circle. Whether or not 
the dominance of two-stroke engines 
has ended is still a matter of some 
conjecture. But the updated four- 
strokes are here now and by all 
indications will offer more improved 
refinements in the near future. Suzuki 
plans to be part of the new wave, and 
with the DR370, they have taken a 
firm step in the right direction. e

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The AMA ProRacing 
Commissioner gets down to 


business... 


By Bobi Scott 

On the very day our updated interview with Doug 
Mockett, the former AMA commissioner of pro- 
fessional racing, appeared on the newsstands Cycle 
News received word that his contract had not been 
renewed: Mtke DiPrete, who had served as pro- 
fessional motocross manager for the AMA since 
1975, had been named to fill his position. Since the 
change came about near the end of July we thought 
tt best to let Mike settle into his new role as pro 
commissioner and then get his views on how things 
were going at the close of the '78 racing season. 
Mike, what is the board requesting of you as 
Commissioner of Professional Racing? What's 
your approach to the position? 

We're still trying to make professional motorcycle 
racing as big a thing as possible but I think that 
now we're not assuming a lot of things that were 
assumed before. For example: Everybody was 
assuming TV was a big thing, that they were just 
going to beg us to be on there. We've seen now 
that’s just not true. We're backing off a lot of “pie 
in the sky” deals and getting down to being 
realistic. We're going to take a slower, more 
realistic approach to it. 

As of now, at the close of the "78 racing season, 
what shape is the Pro Racing Department in? 
What’s right about it, what’s wrong? 

Well, we've taken all the losses everybody has, by 
now, heard about and we're budgeting and fore- 
casting for a break-even year in '79— possibly 
making a little bit of money. We've cut back on a 
lot of our costs. We're not hiring anybody to fill the 
posts vacated by Firestone, Parkhurst and Mockett 
a few months ago. We were also into the race 
program “business” and that’s not there anymore— 
we've backed off all of those things. 

Why was the race program deal disposed of? 

I don’t know all the problems, I didn’t get involved 
with it. Mockett was initially handling it, then Gene 
Wirwahn handled it —I know it was a costly opera- 
tion and my understanding is that the cost far 
exceeded what we had agreed to, so it’s been done 
away with for '79. 

The tentative national schedule for ’79 looks 
almost identical to that of ’78. Is that good or 
bad? . 43 ag 


We're getting to the point where we don’t have that 
many weekends left. In motocross, for example, 
we're filled up once we start in January. We don't 
really have any open dates so we can’t expand that 
much. About the only way we can is if we separate 
the road races from the dirt track circuits, then we 
can start combining. The riders don’t even want to 
expand that many more. 


Is it a good possibility that road races will be 
separated from the dirt track circuit in the near 
future? 

I don't really know yet. We're getting requests both 
ways. Some want to, some don’t. We're looking at it 
but we've got to make some major changes to road 
race first. If we can develop it we can expand the 
circuit, but right now I don’t think we could even if 
we wanted to. 


What do you mean by “major changes?” 

Possibly changing the major class of the Nationals. 

Maybe getting off 750s and onto500cc GP or a 
1000cc Superbike class. Right now I'm kind of 
leaning toward the 1000cc thing but I haven't 
talked to enough people yet to get enough input. 
The biggest problem is that there's only one bike in 
there—the Yamaha. That eliminates a lot of dealer 
participation, which is something you really need to 
make it better than it is now. In motocross anybody 
can get involved because the bikes are available. If 
a dealer wants to sponsor a kid, he can do it. In 
road racing you can’t do that because the 
equipment just isn’t available. So, what we have to 
do is to get the right number of bikes participating 
which would open it up to a lot of dealers. The 
500cc GP or Superbike type of racing would proba- 
blye do that, but I'm not sure yet which would be 
better. 


Why do you suggest that 500cc would be a better 
size than 750cc? 

Just to go along with the FIM is the best reason. 

They're going to turn the 750cc class into endurance 
type racing and 500cc will be the major GP event 
throughout the world. So, if we swing in and follow 
that line, the bikes would be available and we'd get 
foreign participation as well. One problem though, 
is when the FIM switches over (in 1980) they'll have 


four championship classes; 50-125-250 and 500cc: 
and in order to get a world championship event you: 

may have to take all four classes. That could bea 

problem for us since we don’t have all those bikes in 

this country and we might not be able to get the 

world riders to come over here. 

Does it have anything to do with start 

money— AMA doesn’t have a start money rule 
but FIM does. Will it keep Europeans off our 

road race grids? It’s sure affected the Trans-AMA 

series. Only two Europeans contested it this year, 

they’ re getting fewer and fewer each year. What's 

going to happen there? 

We'll get the road races in the 500cc class, it's the: 

smaller classes we're worried about. We just don't 

have that kind of racing over here so we might have: 
problems filling those classes with Americans. You 

might have two or three of the top riders come over? 
just for the points. 

As far as the Trans-AMA series goes it's a money 
problem with foreign riders. We pay big purses but 
they're looking for guarantees. We reduced the 
circuit because we felt having them come over for 
12 weeks was too much for them. Five or six years 
ago they were coming over on a vacation and they 
were winning everything. They didn’t have to work- 
out, practice, or train, or anything like that. Over 
the past few years our riders have gotten better so 
that now when the Europeans come over they have 
to compete, stay in top shape, and on top of that 
the government requires us to take 30 percent tax 
right off the top from their earnings. Even if they 
do make some money they're losing 30 percent 
before they ever see it. So, we reduced the Trans- 
AMA series to seven this year and we may reduce it 
to five next year. 


What can you do about it, anything? 

We can possibly pay their expenses over here and 
then put them on an equal footing with the 
Americans. Another problem is that there’s not 
that many top riders in the world who can compete 
over here anymore so they're going to come over 
and not win! This year there was only DeCoster and 
Graham Noyce but you could have had 10 other 
people as well and their chances of beating Bob 
Hannah would have been very slim. 

Are you saying it’s not easy pickin’s for them 
anymore? 

Right. It’s not a vacation anymore and they've 
raced a full year on their own circuits. When it's not 
a game it becomes work and it's just an extension of 
their work year. Maybe we can get together with the: 
promoters and pay them more money but, on the, 
other hand, it’s the only time during the whole year 
that all the Americans ride together. It could 
become the premier circuit if we decide to promote 
that aspect of it. We either find a way to bring the 
Europeans over or do something with what we've 
already got here now. 


How about track design on the Trans-AMA 
circuit? You take a track like Unadilla, which is 
very much a European type track, and DeCoster 
comes out a winner. Does it make a difference? 

I think Hannah could beat DeCoster on Unadilla or 
any other track in the country this year. I also think 
the Europeans are not used to riding on our types of. 
tracks, but when we go over there to race the Moto- 
cross and Trophee des Nations we're at a 
disadvantage. When they come over here at least 
they're racing a series of six or seven races so they 
can get used to it. When we go over there we only 
ride two races, one on a 250cc and the other on a 
500cc, so we can’t get accustomed to their type of 
racing. Unadilla is probably the best U.S. track 
because the promoter only uses it twice a year. It’s 
very wet up there (they get a lot of rain and snow) so 
the ground stays moist and the track stays in good 
shape. But most of our tracks are used more than 
once or twice a year and they might be different 
from European tracks in that respect, but I don’t 
think they're as different as everyone says. 

Roger D said in one interview that Hannah 
couldn’t go over there and win the World 
Championship in a year. I think if anybody could, 
Bob Hannah could. If Hannah went over there next 
year and decided he wanted to win the World 
Championship, I think he would probably win it 
because he is Bob Hannah and he wants to win it. 
Hannah is winning in this country because he wants 
to win, Over there he was the only guy who could. 
race with Mikkola and it was his fre t time on. a 
500cc. He wasn’t even accustomed to the bike and 
yet he was staying close to him. If Hannah had, 
gotten two or three weeks on the bike, who knows, I 
would bet he could have beaten him. 

Do you have problems scheduling Stadium Moto- 
cross events? 
We are at the mercy of the stadium — whené * 








soccer teams control it and that sometimes pushes 
us that much further behind. Those people are in 
there 15-18 times a year and they’re a good income 
for that stadium; we're in there one time a year so 
we have to take last choice. If we can fit into their 
schedule, and there’s an opening, we can have it. If 
not, it's too bad for us. They'd like to have us, but 
they’d like to have us when they want us, not when 
we'd like to get in. This year we're going into 
Oakland on January 28. I would rather ngt go in 
there then because I think it’s too early in the year 
to start our racing season off. The riders are still 
coming off cold weather, they're not fully trained, 
and we may have more accidents and injuries 
because of it. But that’s the only time we could get 
the stadium, so we have to go in and give it a shot 

and hope that if we do well maybe that facility will 
say, OK you can come in at another time again next 


ar. 

They don’t know what we're going to do to the 
facility either. We had a problem last’ year at 
Pittsburgh. We went in there and because of all the 
mud and everything, it took so long to get itall out, 
they thought they were going to have to cancel the 
baseball game. Everybody went overboard to. get 
everything in shape though and it all came out 
all right. But they don’t want to run into that 
situation again so, they move us around and push 
us around still. We're not at the point that they're 
going to come in with a request for us to have a race 
at any of their facilities. When we do get-to that 
point we can start calling the shots. 

Are riders ever paid start money out of the purse 
for any AMA National events? 

No, except for the USGPs. The FIM says all 
accepted entries have to be paid minimum start 
money and I think this year it was 500 Swiss Francs 
converted into dollars. In addition to that, if the 
promoter wants to negotiate with the World 
Champion or any other top rider he can make 
additions over and above that amount. 

What about show money? 

A promoter usually won’t pay “show” money. What 
he will do is pay a rider to come in and help with 
pre-race promotion or advertising, which is 
legitimate and a good way to do it. I think our 
system of not having start money is better than the 
European system. We put all our money in the 
purse which says if you're good enough to earn your 
money, you get it. In Europe what they're doing is 
paying all their money to the top few riders. If you 
pay start money you have to take it out of the purse 
because it’s the only place it’s going to come from. 
So if you have a $10,000 purse and the promoter 
takes out $5,000 to give to the top few riders, there’s 
only $5,000 left. The people that are going to win 
the $5,000 that’s left over are the same ones he gave 
the start money to in the first place. They're getting 
everything and the new young kids that have some 
talent and are finishing in the top ten aren't getting 
any money and they can’t continue their racing. In 
this country we say, here’s the money, if you’re good 
enough to win it, you win it. 

In motocross we pay dollars per point, which 
spreads it down further. This year some of the top 
riders are getting less for first, second and third 
place, but everybody in general from fourth on 
down to twelfth place is getting more because it’s 
dollars per point, per moto. So you get paid for 
what you’ve earned in points all the way down 
through the top twenty. 

What are your feelings on paying everyone who 
makes the p something, anywhere from 
$50-$200, for a days work? You’re paying the top 
20 riders now and the rest of them work for 
nothing? 

If you want a socialistic system, or if you agree with 
the socialistic type of idea, then I think you could 
agree with that type of thing. But I don’t necessar- 
ily agree with that way of thinking. I think you 
ought to earn what you get. We don’t even have 
enough money to do that anyway. You're talking 
about a National Motocross with a $10,000 purse 
and that's $5,000 per class. If you broke that down 
for 40 people then no one can survive. This way at 
least the people that are getting into the top 20 can 
possibly survive. a 

Another thing: When you look at the entries 
there are not many you could call “professional” 
riders. They all want to be pro riders, they all buy a 
pro license, but that’s not their sole income. Out of 
the 80 riders that participate in a particular event 
ona particular weekend, there's maybe 30 of those 
guys that travel the whole circuit. Those are the 
“professionals.” Those are the people who should 
get the bulk of the money because they’re the ones 
traveling the circuit each week. The other guys are 
local riders who are trying to get to that point and if 
you give to everybody then the top 20 or 30 who are 
traveling aren’t going to be able tosurvive... _ __. 





Do you have the same view toward the Winston 


Pro Series where you don’t have 40 qualifiers or 
pros that travel the circuit? 

In the Winston Pro Series, Im pretty sure that 
everybody in the final and the trophy dash gets 
paid. This year everybody who made the program 
was paid $50. The difference between that and so- 
called show or start money is that everybody has to 
race to earn his $50. In Europe you get paid just to 
show up. You can ride one lap, pull off the track, 
and you've got your money. 

This year in Stadium Motocross, everybody who 
participated in an event got money. The way it 
works is that if you got eliminated in the qualifier 
event you got $35. Anyone who was eliminated in 
the semis got $40 and anybody you didn’t make 
money in the consolation got $45. 


Do you think as the National Motocross circuit 
grows we'll see extra money paid out to those 
riders that work their way to the gate to race in a 
National? 

It's conceivable — if the purses get big enough—that 
all 40 would get paid. I don’t see paying any further 
back than that though. In my opinion you have to 
take care of the peace riders first. Those are 
the guys who are there every week. Secondly you 
have to take care of the other guys who are trying to 
get there. Their expenses aren't as great as the guys 
who are traveling every week. 


How do you feel about Pro racing? Is it a business 
for the sake of making money or is it pure 
entertainment? 

We(the AMA) are not in it to make money. We're in it 
to try and better the sport. Our income is turned 
back into services. We don’t say that we're going to 
make a 20 percent return on our investment and 
put 15 of it in the bank. What we say is, for 
example: This year’s budget was forecast based on 
our cost and hopefully getting some income so that 
next year we can increase our services again. We've 
cut back tremendously so we've got to come to the 
break-even point and then make some. dollars. We 
are looking at the sport as entertainment. 
Everybody has to look at it that way. I think the 
riders are becoming more aware of it in that 
way — especially in the Stadium events. It’s not that 
it’s bad, but it zs show business. My discussion with 
them over the past three or four years is that they 
have a talent and they're lucky to be able to use that 
talent to provide a show for the people. There are a 
lot of people with talents that can’t get into show 
business. If we didn’t have Stadium Motocross those 
guys would be riding for small purses and they 
wouldn't be getting the salaries they're getting 
because the status wouldn't be there. I think the 
major manufacturers are looking more and more 
toward the stadiums as a means of: promotion 
because the exposure is there. 


Do you think Stadium Motocross could be limited 
due to the cost of promoting and preparing for 
such an event? 

That’s one thing that would limit it. The other is 
the times you could get into the different facilities. 
We can’t grow as fast as some people think we 
can—and I don’t necessarily want to grow that fast 
anyway. It's been my philosophy over the past few 
years to add one or two events a year, ard events, 
so you can build a solid base then when you do go 
someplace else you've got something to fall back on. 
In the past we've added on 10 tracks and lost seven 
of them. So you keep adding each year and never 
build up a good base. If you go in slow you can 
build your base. Weather is chancy too. Not too 
many le will invest a quarter of a million 
dollars with a 50-50 chance of pulling a rain date 
and losing money. 


Does Pro racing get as much support from the 
manufacturers as you'd like to see? 

I think so. We have a good rapport with most of the 
manufacturers and we've is working much 
better together for the past couple of years. They're 
putting a lot of dollars into motocross. That's one of 
the problems with the dirt track and road race 
circuit. Motocross is where they can see their return 
on their investments. I've been talking to some, of 
the manufacturers to see what we can do to get 
them involved in dirt track and road race. We need 
some help there from manufacturers somehow, 
whether it’s in the way of bikes or change of class, or 
restrictors, either way may get more brands on the 
tracks. 


Would limiting the Junior class to 500cc make 
that much difference? 

My personal opinion is that it should be limited to 
500cc and maybe further that the Expert class 
should be 500cc. We're going through a problem 
right now with insurance. We have a high injury 
rate and we don’t have an insurance package 





negotiated yet for 1979 because of that. When we 
look at the statistics, a lot of it is Novice and Junior 
riders. The Amateur kid is coming onto a 250cc 
bike right away, which in itself maybe isn’t too bad, 
but it could be he’s not getting enough experience 
as an Amateur. Then he rides as a Junior for a 
while, gets his points and jumps right up to a 750cc 
bike which could be causing some of the accidents. 
We'll take a look at the statistics for a while and it 
might make a difference in bringing the class down 
to 500cc for the Juniors or restricting them. If it's a 
major insurance problem we'll have to do it 
regardless of the consequences. Anytime you make 
a change, someone's bound to get hurt. But we will 
get the insurance package for '79 straightened out, 
probably within the next couple of weeks. It's just a 
matter of finding the dollars to do it. They need so 
many dollars in front. 

And where do you plan to get the money? 

It will probably come from the riders and 
promoters in the way of increased fees. I think they 
understand our problem and will go along with it. 


What are the sanction fees now? + 

A National Motocross will cost $5,000. That 
includes the sanction fee, insurance, officials fees, 
printing and mailing of entries and pit passes. 
Stadium Motocross Sa be around $9000. The 
Winston Pro Series sanction fees went up a couple 
of thousand dollars, I don’t know exactly how much 
they are now. 


_ There seem to be fewer and fewer regional events 


for riders to pick up advancement points. What 
are you doing about that? s 

We're trying to sell more regional events but the 
problem there is you usually don’t get any 


. Spectators to watch a regional. It ends up that the 


riders have to pay their own way just like they do at 
a normal weekend event somewhere. On any small 
race you have to get the participants out there 
because they're the ones that are paying the 
way. ; 

What about Progressive Pro racing for "79? 
What’s in the works? 

We're looking for more events in other areas but 
we're making an effort out here (California) 
because the AMA doesn’t have that much racing 
out here. We're trying to give the riders a chance to 
participate so they can get the points they need to 
advance. 

Has anyone ever researched the effects of the 
“choose a class” motocross move? Some poeple say 
they only go to motocross events to see Hannah 
ride. Doesn’t that have an effect on the 
attendance at some nationals? 

I think some people still think the old way was 
better—where we had everybody racing on the 
same day. But we've had races this year that were 
just as good if not better than last year. I think the 
way it's structured now, it’s bringing out a lot more 
stars, a lot more young kids that have the potential 
of racing and doing good at it. It’s just going to be a 
matter of building some more stars and that was the 
whole intent of it—to get more people involved in 
it, and to get different winners. The indications are 
that the change is a good one. You'll always get 
someone who wants Bob Hannah because Hannah's 
a good draw. But there are other people they can 
start to promote. Everybody has got to start to 
promote the new kids that are coming up, 
especially the factories and the press. It’s a matter 
of who we make the star. You don’t have to be the 
winner, in my opinion, to be a star. Jimmy Weinert 
hasn't done that much winning this year but he's a 
good draw. He’s done well and he’s a good 
promoter of himself and the sport. 

Isn’t most of that up the rider? 

Positively. The riders have to understand that 
they've got to help the sport. A lot of them seem to 
think that somebody owes them something. 
Actually nobody owes them anything. It's entertain- 
ment but it’s also a job. They're getting paid to go 
out there and ride. If they lay back and don’t 
perform, then it’s not going to grow. Everybody else 
can do as much as they can to help it grow, but 
they've got to put their two cents worth in too. 

If you could groom the perfect rider, what would 
he be like? 

That’s difficult because everyone comes on differ- 
ently. The majority of them need to learn to dress 
better and speak better. That’s the main thing; 
being able to talk to the press. With a little more 
work at it, Bob Hannah could be the biggest star 
we've had in this country for a long time. Some- 
times he gets a little controversial, which isn’t bad. I 
don’t think ou always have to be the good guy. 
DeCoster’s always been the good guy and he’s done 
very well at it. He’s spent many years at it though, 
in fact he’s devoted his life to becoming what he is. 
You see, everyone's different in their approach. . . @ 
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Bob Hannah and Keith McCarty invited nearly everyone in the room (their sponsors) to join them on the stage where they presented each with his own 
Number One plate.

Karos held 
a ‘small lead right down to the last 
couple of laps, then he low-sided in a 
turn and killed the Suzuki’s engine. 
Lowe cruised on by to first overall 
while Karos frantically tried to restart 
his‘bike. Karos was still the first 250cc 
rider to cross the line. The 125cc Pros 
were/on the second wave to get off the 
line,,and it was Craig Gormley who got 
the,jump. But, as it has been the case 
so,often with Gormley, he seized on the 
second lap and lost the lead to Pat 
Hubbs (Suz), who held it all the way to 
the, end. Robert Gray (Yam), never 
lost.to0 much ground to Hubbs and 
took second.

Blose blasts CRC 
Saddleback MX

ORANGE, CA, NOV. 12 
Assembled on a muddy track 
with storm clouds threatening 
were a group of riders who don’t 
expect to challenge “Hurricane 
Hannah”, or land a factory ride, or 
ever ride the National Circuit for that 
matter. 

Their mistress is a motorcycle and 
every minute they can pull away from 
job and family is spent caring for it. 
Their pit crews most often are wives 
and children and on a good day they 
have the track to themselves and don’t 
have to dodge the local “hot shoes”. 

They are the Veterans and at 
California Racing Club’s Saddleback 
MX, they staged one of the smoothest 
and tightest races of the day. 

Three divisions tackled the upper 
track at Saddleback with Tim 
Fitzpatrick aboard a Cycle Works 
Suzuki taking the Junior win. Dwain 
Jarrett, also Suzuki-mounted out of 
Garry's Cycle clinched the Inter- 
mediate victory and Maico-mounted 
Doug VanDuzen took home the bacon 
for the Seniors. All three men ended 
the day with a winning pair of aces. 

Throughout the first moto, Jarrett 
fought off Dane Sanchez and Asker 
Larnkjaer, holding them in second 
and third respectively while Van 
Duzen had a fight on his hands with 
Bob Crosta running second and John

production RM-400 N

Part Two: 
Koji Masuda’s Production Machine 


It may be somewhat precocious to call 
Koji Masuda’s RM-400 N a production 
bike since it was probably assembled with 


just as much precision hand care as its 


RN-420-78 works bike counterpart we looked at last issue. 
More accurately it is a pre-production test bike being used by 
Suzuki in the Trans-AMA Series to check for weaknesses and 
possible flaws in a design which is production oriented using 
much of the tooling, dies, and molds the eventual production bikes will 
probably use. 

Suzuki no longer does any of their production motocross bike testing at 
the factory in Japan, but rather sends to America the pre-production bikes 
for testing and evaluation here by the U.S. Suzuki race team. Some three 
or four months after the pre-production models have arrived in the 
States for testing and racing, and if no major design plans have to be 
changed, the actual production bikes can be expected to be available. This 








means the RM-400 N will probably be available around the first of the 
year, while the RM-250 N, which has yet to appear for testing in pre- 
production form, won't be available until at least February of 1979. 

In case you were wondering along with me why the new RM'’s will be 
called “N” models instead of “D” models, to follow the logical progression 
of classification from the present C models; the answer from Suzuki has 
something to do with computer programing, and N is the next letter in the 
sequence of things that is available for use. So much for technology. 

But technology and progress is what the RM-400 N is all about. And as 
important as the original RM-250/370 A models were to the sport of 
motocross when they were first introduced back in the fall of 1975, so will 
the new RM-250/400 N models prove to be. We gave you a look at the RN- 
420-78 works bike in part one of this impression, and in the words of Team 
Suzuki’s Mark Blackwell, “The new production RM'’s will be as close to 
works bike quality and specification as possible while keeping the bikes at 
an affordable price and allowing the owners to keep the bikes on a low 
maintenance schedule.” 

To look at Koji’s RM-400 N, other than the plastic tank to replace the 
much more expensive aluminum RN fuel tank, the production bike is 
indeed a direct copy of the works bike. The redesigned smaller engine cases 
with rearward positioned countershaft sprocket, the 417cc cylinder fed by 
a 36mm Mikuni carburetor, the frame design with it’s long banana 
extruded aluminum swingarm, are nearly direct copies of the works bike. 
If it weren't for the fact the engine's main cases were die-cast aluminum 
instead of sand-cast magnesium, you could switch the chassis and engine 
assembly on Roger DeCoster and he wouldn't know the difference. 

And like the works bike, the production RM's are now back to large full- 


width hub front brakes. This past year’s conical front brake just wasn't up 
to the task of slowing down the RM-400 C without a five finger death grip. 
The new full width front brake may add a little more weight, but it can’t 
be helped, considering the bikes are now going faster as suspension and 
power continues to improve each year. 

It wouldn't be fair to tell you, though, that Koji’s RM was indeed a com- 
pletely stock model. Whether the fact was that you don’t race Trans-AMA 
with a completely stock model and expect to win, or that certain production 
items like the suspension components weren't available wasn’t made known 
to me. But Koji’s bike used works Kayaba suspension components to give it 
12 inches or travel at each end, and there was a liberal amount of titanium 
bolts and fittings to reduce weight down to 222 pounds. That’s just one 
pound more than Danny LaPorte’s RN at 221 pounds. 

The production RM-400 N will come with Kayaba air/spring production 
forks offering 11.2 inches of travel. We only have to look at past RM model 
forks from Kayaba to know that despite the increase in travel, they will 
probably perform only adequately. Better pro caliber riders. will want to 
modify them to improve damping and travel, or may want to replace them 
completely. Such has always been the case with Japanese production forks. 

The rear suspension now comes with 11.8 inches of travel provided by 
the normal production Kayaba deCarbon type shocks with external 
reservoirs. This is both good and bad. Good, because the Kayabas are 
pretty decent shocks in both reliability and performance when set up 
properly. Bad, because if the damping and the spring rates of the stock 
Kayabas don’t suit you, there isn’t too much you can do about it short of 
changing to another brand of shocks which offers you some tunability. 
This has always been a problem with the RM’s, since Suzuki has never 
offered owners the choice of optional rate springs. Hopefully, this problem 
will be corrected with the 1979 RM‘ models, because Suzuki is presently 
considering offering optional spring rates through their accessory division. 
The only thing holding them back is the cost/profit factor to be con- 
sidered, but with optional springs available, Suzuki would certainly be able 
to offer Kayabas as replacement shocks for other brands of motorcycles as 
well. 

While we're on the subject of Suzuki owners tuning or modifying their 
bikes, I might mention that there is now a Suzuki Racing Service which 
RM and PE owners may call for technical information on their bikes. 
Phone Sharon, the receptionist at U.S. Suzuki, 213/921-4461, and ask for 
the racing service department. 

As mentioned previously, the suspension components on Koji's pre- 
production RM-400 N are not the units which will be on the bike when it is 
released, but are regular Suzuki factory parts. The forks are 12.0 inch 
Kayaba air/spring forks and the shocks are the prototype Kayaba air/ 
spring units which may be available for sale within the next year. 

One other major change from what is on Koji’s bike, and what will 
appear in production is the rear brake. The final production model RM's 
will have a much more reliable and easier to maintain rod activated full- 
floating rear brake along with a steel torque arm instead of Koji’s lighter 
aluminum arm. There will be no loss of braking performance with the rod 
activated rear brake, and braking feel and response will actually be 
increased. 

When it comes down to giving you a riding impression of Koji's RM-400 
N, the report would be much the same as the one on Danny LaPorte'’s RN- 
420-78 from last week, since both Suzukis are nearly identical. They are 
the ultimate in a good handling, well balanced, and powerful, yet 
manageable works bike. At this time there is no production bike available 
that can match them for handling and performance. 

But since I didn’t have a complete RM-400 N to evaluate, I'll have to go 
out on a limb and predict that the real production bike, when it does 
become available in January, will differ from the works bike in that the 
suspension won't work as well, and the weight will be about 5 pounds 
heavier. Depending upon the caliber of rider you are and your pocketbook, 
you may want to make modifications to improve or replace the RM-400 N’s 
stock suspension to bring out the full potential of the bike. The bike is so 
good it deserves a comparable suspension. 

From the moment you first set eyes on it and see the new 417cc works 
type engine, longer suspension, bolt-on cast type factory foot pegs and 
completely detachable kickstand mounting bracket, you know the new 
RM-400 N is closer to a works Suzuki than any RM which came before it. 
And like the original RM of three years ago, the new N models for 1979 
will once again leave a winning mark in the sport of motocross. °

The start of the second moto found 
Denton again in command, followed 
closely by Williams, Baker and 
Whelchel. Whelchel slipped past 
Baker.on the second lap and finally 
picked off Williams on the fifth 
circuit, with Denton still in sight. All 
Whelchel could do was hope for 
Denton to make a mistake, but his 
chance never came and Denton easily 
took the overall. 

In the 250cc Pros Greg Robertson 
gave Denton more than he could 
handle, and took both motos with 
Denton a steady second in the two 
rounds, Robertson made a shambles of 
the first moto as he holeshot into the 
first right-hander and was never seen 
again. Ed Arnet, Tim Scully and Gary 
Denton. closed up to shoot for 
bridesmaid honors, and after eight 
laps of fierce war, Denton put Arnet 
away for second. At the flag Robertson 
cruised in with Denton far behind and 
Arnet in third. 

The second moto was more 
interesting for the leaders as 
Robertson again holeshot, but Denton 
slid by Arnet in three laps this time.

His 
concentration was thrown so far off 
that he allowed both Specchio and 
Singleton to pass him on the last lap. 
Specchio took a hard earned first 
overall ahead of Singleton, Robertson, 
Feld and Dan Frear (Hon). 


Since ‘early last spring Danny Burtt 
(Suz) has maintained an unbelievable 
winning streak in the 125cc Pro class. 
The only person to interrupt that 
streak was fellow Redlands Suzuki 
rider Marty -Miller way back in July. 
Well, Miller is up to his hip in plaster 
now and no one can hold a candle to 
Burtt at Corona. This week it was 
Robert Gray (Yam) who tried. Burtt 
took the lead from Richard Simmons 
(Kaw) in the first turn while Gray was 


back in fifth place. By the second lap, 
Gray had put himself in third place 
behind Jim DeGaine (Suz). He pushed 
DeGaine for several laps, and then 
finally the first moto finishing order 
was Burtt, Gray, Ted Hoyt (Suz), 
Simmons and DeGaine. 

Burtt was once again out in front of 
the second moto. This time, however, 
Gray was right with him in second. 
One serious mistake on any lap would 
have cost Burtt the race and Gray 
waited patiently. For six laps they 
circled the track, but that mistake 
never came. Burtt took the overall 
with Gray and Hoyt following.

Glover defends 
Richmond Mini 
GP title

RICHMOND, CA, NOV. 3 


AMA National 125cc motocross 
Champion Broc Glover returned 
to the Richmond Ramblers M.C. 
Mini-bike Grand Prix with a title 
to defend and a new one to uphold. He 
went away with yet a second straight 
main event win under the toughest of 
conditions and a bunch of great 
competitors. The young Yamaha 
factory racer rode a superb 20 lap 
main after getting by early leader 
Mike Faria and extending his hold on 
the race to the great delight of nearly 
3,000 fun seekers. 

The fourth annual conflab of riders, 
mechanics and sponsors/press of the 
Trans-AMA series gathered at the 
Point Richmond club house, home of 
the infamous Richmond Ramblers 
MC, and had a little fun preparing for 
the final event of the circuit before 
going into hibernation for the winter. 
The track is a very small one, running 
around parts of the parking lot and 
down near the town’s ‘rifle range, 
about 300 yards in total length. Bikes 
are limited to 100cc size frames and 
mini-bike engines but it’s obvious that 
some of the Honda XR-75s are near 
150cc. Three years ago Marty Tripes, 








then a member of the Bultaco team, 
rode a 250cc Pursang set in a 100cc 
Tiron frame and smoked the troops 
much to the consternation of the 
locals. 

Three heat races of pros and some 
locals from the summer Tuesday night 
series landed Mike Faria on the pole. 
He's the number one speedway racer 
in these parts and a very accomplished 
all around rider. Mike was riding a 
YZ100 for Karl's Motors and the Cycle 
Gear stores. Broc: Glover, the 
defending champ, was on his trick YZ 
from the Yamaha stables. Dave Faria, 
older brother to Mike, was in the 
middle with veteran Sherman Wong 
and Junior dirt tracker Scott Link 
completing the front row. 

Craig Christian lined up on the pole 
in the back row after getting second in 
the third heat and making his first ever 
Pro main of any kind while MXer 
Troy DeHerrera lined up next to Mark 
Gregson —who wound up just making 
the main after leading the early laps of 
the second heat only to slow with a flat 
tire. Instantaneous sponsorship from 
Mt. View Dist. Co. came through for 
the replacement tube. Ron Melton 
and Mike Schildknecht made up the 
rest of the main. 

At the wave of the green from big 
Dave Faria, Mike took off like the 
proverbial rabbit and had a 15 bike 
length lead at the end of one lap. It 
was short lived though. As he crossed 
the whoope-de-doos on the next 
round, he bottomed everything out 
and crashed giving the lead to Glover 
who didn’t even bother to say “thanks” 
and rode off to a 30 second win. Mike 
Faria got back up, in fourth, and 
chased and caught both his brother 
and Mark Gregson to finish second. 

In the other two races, both won by 
the trick new KX-80 Kawasakis, Clay 
Muscel rode off to glory in ‘the 
mechanic's race while old man Bryan 
Farnsworth (alias Bat Guano) beat out 
Rick Park in the race of leftovers 
known as Press/Sponsors. Bart Barfly 
was offered one of the Kawas to ride 
but he opted to give it to Mel Park- 
hurst who did about as good as Bart 
would have (and that ain’t good) but 
was better than Bel-Ray’s Terry 
Bilton. 

Honorable mentions should go to 
Dave Duarte, of Hi-Point Accessories, 
who put in a bunch of stuff to help the 















cause and even raced; Steve Johnson, 
of Kawasaki mechanical fame, who 
crashed no less than six times in the 
same spot; and Wild Willy Calicura, 
Brad Lackey’s stateside mechanic. 
Calicura rode in the first mechanic's 
heat race and was about to blast his 
way to Muscel on the first lap when he 
caught the rear wheel wrong and high- 
sided through two catch fences, three 
spectators, a van and a D-10 cat. He 
was all right though as one of the 
spectators, a lovely lass, took kindly of 
the fallen warrior and they rode off 
together to nurse his wounds.

Hendrix registers 
Rattlesnake 
National enduro win

CRESCENT CITY, CA, NOV. 5 

The 16th ‘annual’ Rattlesnake 
National Enduro began near 
the Klamath River, 10 milés 
south of Crescent City, where 


the Redwood Scramblers M.C. waved 
off the first riders at 7:01 a.m. ona 


beautiful, clear, crisp morning, 
Terrain conditions were _ perfect 
(meaning no dust) except for 


numerous shaded -portions of the 
course that claimed their share of 
skinned elbows, 

The course began with a fast 24 
mph average winding up _ slick 
pavement road. At the five mile check 
you were early enough to enjoy a 
fantastic view of the Klamath River 
and surrounding counties. Our 
directions were to proceed up a super 
traction trail with lots of banks, sort of. 
like a roller coaster, until we hit check 
one at exactly 10 miles. Many riders 
were late here. 

The Redwood Scramblers gave us.a 
few miles of fire road to make up for 
lost time, or gain some time as the case 
might be, before coming to the 
infamous Rattlesnake hillclimb. This 
climb is approximately four miles of 
rocky fireroad that left even the best 
enduro rider breathless. It also took its 
toll of late points and flattened tires, 
The course then turned right onto a 
fast rocky fire trail and wound its way. 
to check two. The club did a neat job 
of continuing the course along Rattle- 
snake Ridge, through freshly logged 
areas where a rider really had to 
maintain stamina while fighting moss 
covered, fallen trees. Most riders lost 
the majority of their points in >this 
section before check three by bein; 
late. i 

The club gave the riders a chance to 
make up their lost points with a series 
of fireroads linked together with short, 
tough: trails. After catching up with 
their minute and maintaining it, 
check four appeared at 44 miles. As 
the route sheet pointed out, gas was 
another 2.8 miles down the road which 
was to be a welcome sight to many 
riders. Pit crews and club members 
gave assistance to the tired riders, 
Only a five minute /ayover was 
allowed, so one had to hurry to remain 
on time. 

After the gas stop the course 
continued along semi-paved fireroads, 
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The pack of 125cc Pros get down to the business of winning on a partially frozen Woodland Winter MX course. 





Mostly under shade, they were super 
slick and many riders complained of 
skinned elbows at the finish. Also in 
this section a series of tight overgrown 
downhills attempted to slow the 
riders—and who can forget the frost 
covered wooden bridge? One false 
move and you were down sliding 
behind your motorcycle. 

‘Check five found many riders a little 
behind schedule. A fast ride followed 
through checks six, seven and eight; 
checks six and seven, only a little over 
three miles apart, caught many riders 
early due to the three mile check rule. 
Most riders were relying on the up-to- 
15-minute-early rule at the last check, 
but’ they were caught dead in their 
seats when check seven was upon 
them. 

Roughly four miles down the road 
check eight, a known check, 
appeared marking the end of the 16th 
annual Rattlesnake enduro. The event 
was exactly 100 miles long. George 
Hendrix, the number one rider for 
AMA District 36, took the overall 
honors.

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ill fortune — and does not finish. This 
was the case in our shootout. We felt 
badly that the only bike which has a 
backup, the ZIR TC, did not finish 
the runs on the salt. However, if the 
ZIR TCs had been prepared 
according to our original letter of May 
31, the drain plugs would have been 
safely wired and the backup not 
needed. 


One of the break-in riders, Bruce 


Cronin, owner of the Suzuki GS 1000 
in the shootout, says that he never said 
anything like the comments quoted by 
Mr. Masek. The other rider; Boyd 
Ellis, was not there. Instructions given 
by Kawasaki tuner Jack Murphy were 
followed during break-in. Jack said 
not to exceed 5000 rpm in the first 500 
miles, and to accumulate between 500 
and 1000 miles. Both riders, of 
Brigham City, UT read the owner's 
manual. Both are experienced riders. 
Both were conscientious enough to 
stop in several times during the break- 
in period to discuss problems such as 
smoking, carburetion, and oil leaks — 


all this was reported to Jack Murphy. 
Two bikes, one ZIR TC and the 


` Suzuki, did fall off a trailer on the way 


to the Salt Flats, damaging one side of 
each bike. This was a regretable 
accident. 

Test bikes being returned damaged? 
Yes, these things happen. For 
instance, according to industry 
sources, last winter one of the four 
expensive CBX prototypes were blown 
up at the drags by a magazine. By 
August of this year no Kawasaki four- 
stroke enduros were available for 
testing; all- were broken. We 
understand that most everyone who 
tested the ZIR TCs had trouble and 
that ‘most were not running when 
returned, including your back-up bike 
which Warner Riley said he 
overrevved by accident at the drags. 

The privately owned GS 1000 was 
repaired at USFRA and Vescos, Inc. 
expense. Commonly test bikes are 
repaired by the companies. However, 
Jack Murphy was asked what should be 
done about the two TCs, but did not 
provide an answer to this request at 
the Salt, nor did he return a 
subsequent phone call. 

Riders were instructed before the 
runs to run all the bikes to redline but 
not over redline. The normally 
aspirated motorcycles were not 
capable of running to: redline in top 
gear at Bonneville’s 4,200’ elevation. 

The Z1R TC ran 161.57 mph on the 
first run because Don, in spite of 
instructions, did run over redline. 
After a second request he ran only to 
redline on the second run. 

The drain plug fell out of the TC on 
the return road after the second run. 
It was not run without the oil, The 
considerably lower speed was due to 
the fact that it was run at redline this 
time. 

It's ludicrous to say that there was 
only an hour, to switch engines and get 
to the drags since it took more than 
that for everyone else to drive there. 
The TC would have been run no 
matter how late it was if the group had 
still been at the drags. In fact, 
American Turbo Pak was told that the 
runs at the Salt could be done over on 
Thursday, the next day, but since 
Warner blew the second one up at the 
drags this didn’t work out. As far as we 
know engines were not switched, only 
parts from the seized bike to repair the 
damaged side of the second one. We 
are also not aware of any 
representative of ours who checked the 
second ZIR TC at the drags, in fact it 
was not even filled with the standard 
gas that the other bikes used and the 
tank sealed. 

The club carefully made note of the 
ZIR TC's fast times in the official 


- results, not once but several times, and 


apologized that the bikes arrived at the 
Salt too late for Jack Murphy to do as 
much preparation as he wanted. 
However, the other four models had 
no special preparation or tuning at all, 
in fact the Honda that won had only 
250 break-in miles and had never been 
back for its first checkup. 

The shootout was “all out” accord- 


~ ing to factory recommendations, The 


ZIR TCs were necessarily run stock, 
without the recommended changes: 
stronger valve and clutch springs, and 
welded crank. We feel that a $5000 
motorcycle which can be so easily 
damaged by one of the country’s best 
riders should be sold with these 
changes completed.
